Chief,  National  Guard  Bureau 

General  Weber  began  his  military  career  as  a private  in  the  United  States 
Marine  Corps  Reserve  on  9 November  1942.  On  1 February  1945,  he  entered 
the  Officer  Candidate  School  at  Quantico,  Virginia,  graduating  as  a second 
lieutenant  on  21  November  1945.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Philadelphia  Navy 
Yard,  Marine  Guard  Detachment,  as  a Weapons  Instructor.

General  Cobb  entered  the  Army  on  13  May  1943  after  completing  four  years  of 
ROTC  at  Princeton  University.  He  attended  Field  Artillery  Officer  Candidate

Guard  on  1 November  1946.  He  was  assigned  as  Headquarters  Company 
Commander,  31st  Infantry  Division.  He  held  a variety  of  assignments  in  the  Division 
Headquarters  including  Commanding  Officer  of  Special  Troops,  Air  Ground  Liaison 
Officer,  G-3  Air.  He  was  promoted  to  major  on  12  October  1948.  He  continued  as  G- 
3 Air  on  the  31st  Division  Staff  until  their  mobilization  in  January  1951  for  the 
Korean  Conflict.

General  Allgood’s  military  career  began  on  4 March  1943  when  he  was  in- 
ducted as  a private  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States.

720th  AAA  Gun  Battalion  (90mm)  was  announced  as  the  pilot  unit  and  con- 
version to  NIKE-AJAZ  missile  designation  was  directed.  General  Allgood 
was  a prime  member  of  the  task  force  organized  to  effect  the  conversion, 
following  which  he  was  reassigned  to  the  234th  Anti-aircraft  Artillery  Group 
as  Intelligence,  S-2  with  the  full  time  assignment  as  Defense  Supervisor  for 
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the  on-site  program.  In  July  1960  he  was  reassigned  to  the  4th  Battalion, 
251st  Artillery  (NIKE-AJAX)  (former  720th  Battalion)  as  Battalion  Com- 
mander and  full-time  Battalion  Supervisor-a  command  he  held  until  Febru- 
ary 1971.  The  battalion  during  his  command  tenure  established  new  missile 
firing  and  operational  records  for  the  entire  Army  Air  Defense  Command

In  February  1971  General  Allgood  was  selected  as  the  ARNG  Liaison 
Officer  to  Headquarters  ARADCOM  and  he  returned  to  active  duty  in  March 
1971  for  a four  year  statutory  tour.  He  held  the  position  of  Chief,  Office  of 
Reserve  Forces,  Headquarters  ARADCOM  from  his  entry  on  active  duty

Brigadier  General  James  Q.  Simmons,  III,  Commander,  175th  Medical  Bri- 
gade, California  Army  National  Guard,  was  bom  in  Philadelphia,  PA  on 
16  April  1925.  In  addition  to  his  duties  as  Commander  of  the  Brigade,  Gen- 
eral Simmons  serves  as  surgeon  general  for  the  State  of  California  and  is  the 
Sixth  United  States  Army  Area  National  Guard  Medical  Coordinator. 

His  professional  education  includes  biology  studies  at  Rutgers  University; 
medical  studies  at  Wake  Forest  University’s  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medi- 
cine, Walter  Reed  Medical  Center,  Brooke  Army  Medical  Center,  the  Los 
Angeles  VA  Hospital  and  the  University  of  California  School  of  Medicine  at 
Los  Angeles. 

Included  in  General  Simmons  military  studies  were  tours  at  the  Brooke 
Army  Medical  Center,  United  States  Command  and  General  Staff  College 
and  the  Industrial  College  of  the  Armed  Forces.

General  Kennedy  began  his  military  career  as  a private  in  the  United 
States  Army  on  28  July  1944.  He  served  as  an  artilleryman  in  the  Asiatic- 
Pacific  theater  and  was  released  from  active  duty  on  10  December  1946. 

In  November  1949  General  Kennedy  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Air 
Force.  He  entered  pilot  training  and  received  his  wings  through  the  Aviation 
Cadet  training  program  in  December  1950,  at  which  time  he  was  commis- 
sioned a second  lieutenant. 

After  pilot  training,  General  Kennedy  was  assigned  to  Perrin  AFB,  Texas 
as  an  instructor  pilot  and  later  was  assigned  to  Webb  AFB,  Texas  performing 
the  same  duty.  He  was  released  from  active  duty  in  December  1953  as  a first 
lieutenant.  In  October  1954  General  Kennedy  was  appointed  as  a second 
lieutenant  in  the  District  of  Columbia  Air  National  Guard.  General  Kennedy 
accepted  a reduction  in  grade  to  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant  to  permit  his 
entry  into  the  Air  National  Guard. 

General  Kennedy  has  served  in  numerous  command  and  staff  assignments 
in  the  121st  Tactical  Fighter  Squadron,  113th  Tactical  Fighter  Group,  and 
the  113th  Tactical  Fighter  Wing,  District  of  Columbia  Air  National  Guard. 
These  assignments  have  included  Flight  Commander,  Squadron  Operations 
Officer,  Squadron  Commander,  Group  Operations  Officer,  Wing  Operations 
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Officer,  Group  Commander,  and  his  present  assignment  as  Wing  Commander. 

General  Kennedy  completed  Basic  Pilot  training  at  Perrin  AFB,  Texas,  ad- 
vanced pilot  training  at  Reese  AFB,  Texas  and  pilot  instructor  school  at 
Craig  AFB,  Alabama;  Jet  up-grade  training  at  Pinecastle  AFB,  Florida;  Com- 
bat Training  School  at  Nellis  AFB,  Nevada;  Tactical  Fighter  Weapons 
Instructor  School  at  Nellis  AFB,  Nevada,  Survival  Training  at  Homestead 
AFB,  Florida  and  F-105  Aircrew  Familiarization  training  at  McConnell  AFB, 
Kansas. 

General  Kennedy  was  called  to  extended  active  duty  as  a major  for  the 
Berlin  Crisis  and  remained  on  active  duty  from  October  1971  until  August 
1972.  He  served  as  the  Operations  Officer  for  the  121st  Tactical  Fighter 
Squadron  at  Andrews  AFB,  Washington,  D.C. 

After  his  release  from  extended  active  duty  he  reverted  to  his  District  of 
Columbia  Air  National  Guard  status  until  January  1968  when  he  was  again 
called  to  extended  active  duty  following  the  seizure  of  the  Pueblo  and  the 
Lunar  New  Year  Te.t  Offensive.  Then  a lieutenant  colonel,  he  served  as 
Commander,  113th  Tactical  Fighter  Group,  and  Wing  Assistant  Director  of 
Operations  at  Myrtle  Beach  AFB,  South  Carolina.

General  Alfred  F.  Ahner  enlisted  22  August  1942  in  what  was  then  the  Enlisted 
Reserve  Corps  and  was  ordered  to  active  duty  as  a private  on  27  March  1943.  He 
completed  basic  training  at  Camp  Wallace,  Texas.

BRIGADIER  GENERAL  JOHN  JOSEPH  DILLON 

Commander,  Separate  Commands 
Indiana  Army  National  Guard 

General  Dillon  began  his  military  career  by  enlisting  in  the  Enlisted  Reserve 
Corps,  Army  Air  Corps,  on  17  July  1944.  He  served  on  active  duty  from  29 
January  1945  to  1 1 August  1946.  He  was  commissioned  a second  lieutenant, 
Field  Artillery,  on  28  January  1949  through  ROTC  at  Xavier  University  as  a 
distinguished  military  graduate  and  commander  of  the  Corps.  General 
Dillon  was  tendered  a commission  as  second  lieutenant,  regular  Army,  upon 
completion  of  his  academic  degree.  He  served  in  the  Officer’s  Reserve  Corps  and 
USAR  until  14  January  1954.  General  Dillon  was  promoted  to  first  lieutenant, 
Judge  Advocate  General’s  Corps,  Indiana  Army  National  Guard  in  1954.  He 
was  promoted  to  captain  1 June  1956  and  to  major  on  28  June  1960.  He  was 
transferred  18  July  1965  to  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Detachment,  Indiana 
Army  National  Guard,  with  duty  as  State  Staff  Judge  Advocate. 

He  was  promoted  to  lieutenant  colonel  10  October  1966  and  to  colonel  10 
December  1972.  While  Attorney  General  of  Indiana,  General  Dillon  prepared  a 
resume  of  the  legal  responsibilities,  rights  and  duties  of  the  Indiana  National 
Guard  and  all  laws  — state  and  federal  — relating  thereto.  This  opinion  has  been 
widely  cited  as  a model  for  other  states  to  follow.  The  resulting  legislation  pro- 
tects the  Indiana  National  Guardsmen  while  on  duty  within  the  State  of  Indiana 
and  has  also  become  a model  for  use  in  other  states.

General  Gordon’s  military  association  was  initiated  upon  his  enlistment  in 
the  Infantry  in  September  1943.  Trained  in  Battalion  Intelligence,  he  was  in 
combat  with  the  339th  Infantry,  85th  Division  in  Italy.  Wounded  by  Ger- 
man small  arms,  he  continued  in  close  combat,  receiving  a promotion  from 
private  first  class  to  staff  sergeant.  He  was  honorably  discharged  from  active 
duty  in  December  1945.

He  served  as  psychologist  at  that  location  and  subsequently  at  the  Okla- 
homa City  AFEES  until  he  was  sent  to  Korea  in  April  1956.  Enroute  he  at- 
tended and  graduated  from  the  Adjutant  General  Associate  Company  Offi- 
cer’s Course,  at  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison,  Indiana.

General  Wright  enlisted  in  the  Indiana  Army  National  Guard  on  21  October  1940 
in  Headquarters  Battery,  139th  Field  Artillery  Battalion,  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  He 
entered  active  duty  with  the  38th  Infantry  Division  on  17  January  1941  reporting  to 
Camp  Shelby,  Mississippi,  He  remained  assigned  to  Headquarters  Battery,  139th 
Field  Artillery  Battalion  until  22  January,  1942  when  he  was  transferred  to 
Headquarters,  38th  Division  Artillery.  On  7 April  1942,  he  transferred  to 
Headquarters,  139th  Field  Artillery  Battalion,  reaching  the  rank  of  Master  Sergeant.

General  Burkhead  enlisted  in  the  Iowa  Army  National  Guard  23  June 
1948  after  graduation  from  high  school.  He  enlisted  in  Company  1, 3d  Bat- 
talion, 133d  Infantry,  and  progressed  through  the  ranks  to  master  sergeant. 
On  9 April  1951  he  received  his  appointment  as  a warrant  officer  and  served 
as  Unit  Administrator  until  1 July  1954.

He  was  promoted  to  captain  and  served  in  that  position 
until  1 March  1963  at  which  time  he  was  reassigned  as  Personnel  Officer 
with  the  same  organization. 

On  1 March  1964  he  was  reassigned  as  Logistics  Officer  and  then  to  Train- 
ing Officer  on  1 May  1965  and  remained  at  that  position  until  1 October 
1965  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  major  and  appointed  as  Bat- 
talion Executive  Officer  for  HQ  2d  Battalion  (Mechanized)  133d  Infantry, 
Sioux  City,  Iowa. 

In  April  1968  the  2d  Battalion  (Mechanized)  133d  Infantry  was  notified 
that  it  was  being  ordered  to  federal  active  duty.  General  Burkhead  was  ap- 
pointed as  Battalion  Commander  and  commanded  the  battalion  from  its  ini- 
tial mobilization  on  13  May  1968  through  the  battalion  accelerated  army 
training  program  and  until  the  unit  was  ready  for  deployment.

On  21  March  1969  General  Burkhead  was  deployed  to  Vietnam  and  as- 
signed as  a District  Senior  Advisor  with  the  US  Army  Military  Assistance 
Command.

General  Burkhead  returned  from  Vietnam  on  12  December  1969,  was  pro- 
moted to  lieutenant  colonel  on  13  December  1969,  and  again  assumed  com- 
mand of  the  demobilized  2d  Battalion  (M)  133d  Infantry  and  commanded 
the  unit  through  April  1971. 

In  May  1971  General  Burkhead  was  appointed  as  the  Executive  Officer  of 
the  34th  Brigade,  47th  Infantry  Division  at  Boone,  Iowa.  On  7 July  1973  he 
was  appointed  State  Maintenance  Officer  for  the  Iowa  ARNG,  and  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  colonel  on  16  August  1974.  General  Burkhead  was  ap- 
pointed The  Adjutant  General  of  Kentucky  on  4 January  1978.

Graduating  from  Army  ROTC  at  Iowa  State  University,  1943,  General 
Woodin  began  his  active  military  service  when  he  enlisted  in  the  Army  in 
February  1943  during  World  War  II.

General  Bradley  was  bom  in  Providence,  Kentucky  on  26  April  1931.

General  Fry  mire  began  his  military  career  in  1952  when  he  entered  the 
Naval  Aviation  Cadet  program.

General  Lawrence  A.  Quebbeman  is  the  Assistant  Adjutant  General  for 
Air,  Kentucky  National  Guard.  He  has  served  as  the  special  assistant  to  the 
commander,  123d  Tactical  Reconnaissance  Wing  Air  National  Guard  prior  to 
his  appointment  as  Assistant  Adjutant  General  for  Air  by  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral, Major  General  Richard  L.  Frymire.  He  was  extended  federal  recogni- 
tion as  a brigadier  general  on  1 August  1975. 

General  Quebbeman  was  born  near  Corydon,  Indiana,  February  1 1,  1922. 
He  attended  and  graduated  from  Corydon  High  School  in  May  1940.  He  at- 
tended Purdue  University  from  1940  to  1941  and  later  returned  to  his 
studies  at  Purdue  in  1946,  graduating  in  1948  with  a Bachelor  of  Science  de- 
gree in  Air  Transportation  Engineering.  He  began  his  military  career  in  the 
United  States  Army  Air  Corps  Aviation  Cadet  program  in  August  1942. 
General  Quebbeman  was  called  to  active  duty  in  March  1943  and  served  as 
an  Aviation  Cadet  until  appointment  as  a second  lieutenant  in  March  1944 
and  received  his  pilot  wings  in  the  United  States  Army  Corps. 

On  14  March  1944,  General  Quebbeman  entered  the  Instructor  Pilot  up- 
grading program  and  was  certified  an  Instructor  Pilot.  His  first  assignment 
was  flying  instructor  at  Jackson  Army  Air  Field  in  Mississippi.  Later  in 
1944,  General  Quebbeman  was  reassigned  to  Craig  Army  Air  Field  and  late 
in  the  year  moved  to  First  Air  Force  following  transition  to  the  P-40  aircraft. 
His  assignment  at  First  Air  Force  was  the  Replacement  Training  Unit  of  the 
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P47  Combat  Training  School  at  Camp  Springs  Army  Air  Field  in  Maryland. 

After  other  brief  assignments,  General  Quebbeman  was  transferred  to  the 
Pacific  Theater  of  Operations.  While  in  transit  to  the  West  Coast,  Japan  sur- 
rendered and  General  Quebbeman  was  reassigned  to  Shaw  Army  Air  Base  in 
South  Carolina.  Following  World  War  II  General  Quebbeman  returned  to 
civilian  life  and  finished  his  formal  education  at  Purdue.  During  this  period 
he  maintained  his  flying  proficiency  with  the  331st  AAF  Base  Unit  Army 
Reserve,  Stout  Field,  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

In  March  1949,  General  Quebbeman  accepted  appointment  to  the  Ken- 
tucky Air  National  Guard  and  was  assigned  to  the  165th  Fighter  Bomber 
Squadron.  He  left  the  165th  in  March  1950  due  to  a change  of  location  of 
his  civilian  occupation.  He  returned  to  the  Kentucky  Air  National  Guard  in 
September  1952  and  became  a full-time  Air  Technician  Ground  Training 
Officer.  In  1953  he  was  assigned  Flight  Leader  and  Flying  Training  Instruc- 
tor as  an  Air  Technician  with  the  Kentucky  Air  Guard.  He  later  served  as 
Air  Operations  Officer  of  the  165th  Fighter  Bomber  Squadron. 

General  Quebbeman  also  served  the  Kentucky  Air  National  Guard  in  sev- 
eral other  positions  including  Base  Civil  Engineer  in  1957,  Installation  Engi- 
neer, 165th  Fighter  Interceptor  Squadron,  and  Commander  of  the  123d  In- 
stallations Squadron.

The  Unit  was  demobilized  in  June  1969,  General  Quebbeman  was  awarded 
the  Air  Force  Commendation  Medal  and  under  his  command,  the  165th 
Tactical  Reconnaissance  Squadron  received  the  Air  Force  Outstanding  Unit 
Award.  Upon  return  to  Kentucky,  the  123d  Tactical  Reconnaissance  Group 
was  reorganized  and  General  Quebbeman  was  appointed  Commander.  He 
was  promoted  to  colonel  in  October  1969.  He  served  as  the  123d  Tactical 
Reconnaissance  Wing  Operations  Staff  Officer  from  May  1 97 1 and  assumed 
command  of  the  123d  Tactical  Reconnaissance  Wing  on  1 January  1974 
through  10  December  1974.

General  Dabadie  began  his  military  career  as  an  ROTC  cadet  at  Louisiana 
State  University,  September  1944.

General  Leader  entered  Officer  Candidate  School  on  15  February  1943  at  Camp 
Davis,  North  Carolina.  He  graduated  as  a second  lieutenant  on  13  May  1943  and 
was  assigned  to  the  445th  Anti-aircraft  Weapons  Battalion.

General  Cheeseman  enlisted  in  the  Minnesota  National  Guard  at  the  age  of 
twenty  in  the  109th  Quartermaster  Regiment.  In  February  1941,  elements 
of  the  34th  Infantry  Division  were  called  to  active  duty.

Transportation  Truck  Battalion  as  Battalion  Adjutant  and  Company  Com- 
mander.

General  Walker  entered  the  service  in  February  1942  and  was  assigned  to  the 
22nd  Infantry  as  a company  commander.  He  participated  in  the  Utah  Beach 
Operation  with  the  regiment  in  Normandy,  became  a battalion  commander  dur- 
ing the  Saint  Lo  breakout  and  was  wounded  during  the  Huertgen  Forest  action 
and  evacuated  to  the  States. 

Upon  release  from  the  hospital  in  June  1945,  now  a lieutenant  colonel,  he  be- 
came a Tactical  Department  Instructor  at  the  Infantry  School,  Fort  Benning, 
Georgia.  He  joined  the  Advisory  Group  in  Nanking,  China  in  the  summer  of 
1947  where  he  remained  until  the  fall  of  1948  when  he  joined  the  General  Head- 
quarters, Far  East  Command  in  Tokyo. 

General  Walker  attended  the  Command  and  General  Staff  College  during 
1950-1951  and  was  a faculty  member  of  the  college  for  three  years.  He  was 
assigned  as  a student  officer  in  the  Army  War  College  in  1954-1955.  Upon 
graduation  he  was  assigned  as  a staff  officer  in  Headquarters,  Seventh  U.  S. 
Army  in  Germany  until  the  summer  of  1956  when  he  became  Commanding  Offi- 
cer of  the  6th  Infantry  Regiment  in  Berlin. 

In  the  summer  of  1958,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Office  of  the  Deputy  Chief  of 
Staff  for  Operations,  Headquarters,  Department  of  the  Army  and  became  a staff 
member  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  in  1960.  He  attended  the  National  War 
College  as  a student  officer  in  1962-1963  and  upon  graduation  in  July  1963  was 
assigned  to  Eighth  U.  S.  Army  as  the  Assistant  Chief  of  Staff,  G- 1 . 

In  July  1964,  General  Walker  was  assigned  to  Headquarters,  U-  S.  Army, 
Pacific,  as  Assistant  Chief  of  Staff,  G-l.  In  February  1965,  he  was  assigned  as 
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Assistant  Division  Commander,  25th  Infantry  Division.  He  went  to  South  Viet- 
nam with  the  initial  elements  of  the  25th  Division  in  December  1965.  From 
April  1966  to  October  1966  he  commanded  the  3d  Brigade  Task  Force.  In 
October  1966  General  Walker  was  assigned  as  Assistant  Division  Commander 
of  the  4th  Infantry  Division  in  Vietnam. 

He  returned  to  the  States  in  August  1967  and  was  assigned  to  Headquarters, 
United  States  Continental  Army  Command.  In  November  1967,  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  major  general  and  became  the  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff  for 
Military  Operations  and  Reserve  Forces,  Headquarters,  United  States  Continen- 
tal Army  Command,  Fort  Monroe,  Virginia. 

In  November  1969,  General  Walker  returned  to  Vietnam  and  became  the 
Commanding  General,  4th  Infantry  Division.  He  was  assigned  to  Department  of 
the  Army  on  1 August  1970  and  assumed  the  position  of  Assistant  Deputy  Chief 
of  Staff  for  Military  Operations. 

In  July  1971,  General  Walker  became  Commander  of  1 Corps  (ROK/US) 
Group  in  Korea  and  was  promoted  to  lieutenant  general  on  1 August  1971.  He 
returned  to  the  United  States  in  August  1972  and  was  assigned  to  the  Office  of 
the  Chief  of  Staff,  Army  as  Special  Assistant  for  Training.

General  Buechler  enlisted  February  1 942  and  was  commissioned  a second 
lieutenant  November  1942.  In  May  1943,  he  was  in  the  China  Burma  India 
Theatre  as  a troop  carrier  pilot.

Colonel  Strope  occupies  the  position  of  Commander,  (formerly  Chief  of 
Staff/Air),  Headquarters,  Montana  Air  National  Guard.  He  was  appointed  to 
this  position  on  1 March  1974.  He  has  served  in  the  Montana  Air  National 
Guard  for  the  last  17  years.  For  five  years  prior  to  ANG  membership  he 
served  in  the  Air  Force  Reserve  including  a tour  on  active  duty  during  the 
Korean  conflict  as  a fighter  pilot.

He  was  promoted  to  captain  in  1957  and  assigned  to  a Flight  Com- 
manders position  in  the  186th  Fighter  Interceptor  Squadron.  He  held  that 
position  until  1966.  He  was  promoted  to  major  in  1961  and  to  lieutenant 
colonel  in  1965. 

In  1966  Colonel  Strope  was  assigned  to  the  position  of  Director  of  Opera- 
tions for  the  120th  Fighter  Interceptor  Group.  In  1966  the  unit  converted 
from  F89H  aircraft  to  the  FI 02.  He  held  the  DO  position  in  the  Group  until 
he  was  assigned  to  the  State  Headquarters  as  operations  Staff  Officer  in 
1969.  He  was  promoted  to  colonel  in  1974. 

In  1961  as  a captain,  he  led  a detachment  of  eight  F89H  aircraft  to 
Tyndall  AFB,  Florida,  to  fire  the  rockets  and  missiles.  All  eight  aircraft  fully 
qualified  on  the  first  mission.  This  was  a first  event  for  an  Air  Guard  unit 
and  Strope  received  a Commendation  from  the  Chief,  National  Guard 
Bureau.  In  1965,  then  as  lieutenant  colonel,  he  served  as  a detachment  com- 
mander for  a joint  training  exercise  with  Canadian  Defense  Force  and  oper- 
ated an  F89H  training  program  from  Cold  Lake  Defense  Force  Station, 
Alberta,  Canada.

General  Gerard  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army  Air  Corps  in  October  1942.  He 
completed  flight  training  and  was  commissioned  as  second  lieutenant  on  30  August 
1943.

Assistant  Adjutant  General  for  Air 
Oregon  Air  National  Guard 

General  Austin  entered  the  military  service  on  23  September  1942  in  the  En- 
listed Reserve  Corps  to  attend  the  Aviation  Cadet  Program.  After  completion  of 
pilot  training,  he  was  appointed  as  second  lieutenant  on  1 October  1943.  He  then 
entered  and  completed  P-47  transition  training.  He  was  promoted  to  first  lieuten- 
ant in  July  1944.  In  October  1944,  he  was  transferred  to  the  European  Theater 
where  he  flew  58  combat  missions  in  the  P-47  aircraft.  He  was  credited  with  one 
enemy  aircraft  destroyed.

General  Posey  began  his  military  career  by  entering  the  Army  Air  Corps

General  Vaughan  enlisted  in  the  Virginia  Army  National  Guard  as  a private  in 
Company  F,  176th  Infantry,  Blackstone,  Virginia  in  December  1939.  He  entered 
active  duty  in  February  1941  when  his  unit  was  mobilized  for  federal  service  and 
served  with  the  176th  Infantry  at  Fort  Meade,  Maryland,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and 
Fort  Benning,  Georgia.

General  Childers  began  his  military  career  on  7 May  1935  as  a private  in 
Compank  K,  150th  Infantry  (38th  Division),  West  Virginia  Army  National 
Guard.

Wisconsin  Army  National  Guard 

General  Simonson  began  his  military  career  as  a private  in  the  United 
States  Army  on  20  July  1941.  On  1 1 August  1943  he  was  commissioned  as  a 
second  lieutenant,  Infantry  upon  graduation  from  Officer  Candidate  School 
at  Fort  Benning,  Georgia.  He  served  in  the  Southwest  Pacific  Theater  with 
the  132d  Infantry  of  the  Americal  Division,  and  later  with  the  Army  of 
Occupation  in  Japan.  Upon  release  from  active  duty  in  1946,  he  entered  the 
Officers  Reserve  Corps  and  was  elected  President  of  the  Wood  County 
Reserve  Officer’s  Association.  When  the  3 2d  Infantry  Division  was  reorga- 
nized, he  transferred  to  the  National  Guard  with  assignment  as  an  Artillery 
Battery  Executive  Officer  of  Battery  C,  173d  Field  Artillery  Battalion  and  a 
year  later  as  Battery  Commander. 

On  9 February  1953  General  Simonson  entered  the  National  Guard  full- 
time technician  program  and  was  assigned  as  Chief  Auditor  at  Camp 
Williams,  Camp  Douglas,  Wisconsin.  On  1 February  1959,  when  the  Wiscon- 
sin National  Guard  was  assigned  a mission  in  the  Nike  Air  Defense  Program, 
he  was  designated  as  State  Air  Defense  Officer  with  duty  in  Milwaukee.  In 
1966  he  was  appointed  as  Chief  of  Staff,  Wisconsin  Army  National  Guard. 
He  was  promoted  to  colonel,  Artillery  with  Federal  recognition  on  15  July 
1966.  General  Simonson  was  appointed  Deputy  Adjutant  General  of  Wiscon- 
sin on  1 March  1969  and  assigned  as  Chief  of  Staff  for  Headquarters,  Wiscon- 
son  Army  National  Guard,  serving  in  these  assignments  until  his  appointment 
as  Adjutant  General.  General  Simonson  was  awarded  the  National  Guard 
Association  of  the  United  Stated  Meritorious  Service  Award  in  1975  and  the 
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Legion  of  Merit  in  1976  in  recognition  of  his  outstanding  contributions  to 
the  National  Guard.  He  was  elected  to  the  Executive  Council,  Area  V, 
National  Guard  Association  of  the  United  States  in  1975.  On  14  February 
1977,  he  was  appointed  the  Adjutant  General  of  Wisconsin  and  promoted  to 
Brigadier  General.

BRIGADIER  GENERAL  ROY  E.  COOPER 

Assistant  Adjutant  General  for  Air 
Wyoming  Air  National  Guard 

General  Cooper  began  his  military  career  in  November  1942  when  he  entered 
aviation  cadet  training  in  the  Army  Air  Corps.  Upon  completion  of  basic  and 
advanced  training,  he  was  commissioned  as  a second  lieutenant  in  May  1944. 
Subsequently,  he  flew  P-51’s  with  the  Eighth  Air  Force  in  the  European  Theater 
of  Operations  where  he  compiled  200  combat  flying  hours.  In  March  1945,  he 
was  promoted  to  first  lieutenant.  Upon  release  from  active  duty  in  February  1946, 
he  was  transferred  to  the  Air  Force  Reserve. 

In  August  of  that  year,  General  Cooper  joined  the  Wyoming  Air  National 
Guard  upon  its  reactivation  and  was  promoted  to  captain  in  June  1948  and  to 
major  in  March  1950.  In  February  195 1,  he  was  assigned  as  Commanding  Officer, 
187th  Fighter  Squadron  and  in  March  was  recalled  to  active  duty  with  his  unit 
for  the  Korean  War.  Upon  his  release  from  active  duty  in  November  1952,  he 
rejoined  the  Wyoming  Air  Guard.  He  was  promoted  to  lieutenant  colonel  in 
March  1954  and  in  August  1957  was  promoted  to  colonel  and  assigned  as  Com- 
mander, 153d  Fighter  Group.  He  was  named  Chief  of  Staff,  Wyoming  Air 
National  Guard,  in  1958  and  was  assigned  as  Assistant  Adjutant  General, 
Wyoming  Air  Guard.  He  was  federally  recognized  as  brigadier  general  on  25  April 
1961.  General  Cooper  flew  numerous  support  missions  in  Southeast  Asia  since 
his  unit  acquired  the  C-121  aircraft.

BRIGADIER  GENERAL  THERON  F.  STIMSON 

Assistant  Adjutant  General 
Wyoming  Army  National  Guard 

General  Stimson  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army  Reserve,  Third  Infantry,  Ft.  Snell- 
ing,  Minnesota  24  March  1942.  He  was  called  to  active  duty  19  May  1942.  He 
later  attended  State  College,  Mississippi  Officer  Candidate  School  and  was  com- 
missioned a second  lieutenant  28  April  1943.  During  World  War  II,  he  participated 
in  the  Northern  France  and  Central  European  Campaigns.  On  16  June  1946,  he 
was  released  from  active  duty  and  assigned  to  the  Officers  Reserve  Corps.  He 
returned  to  active  duty  7 July  1947  with  a Regular  Army  appointment  as  a first 
lieutenant.

He  was 
released  from  active  duty  on  18  June  1952  and  assumed  command  of  the  351st 
Field  Artillery  Battalion  as  major  on  17  April  1953.  He  continued  to  serve  as 
Battalion  Commander  until  his  promotion  to  the  grade  of  colonel  when  he  was 
assigned  to  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Detachment  as  Intelligence  Officer. 
On  4 June  1967,  he  assumed  command  of  the  115th  Artillery  Group  and  remained 
in  this  command  until  his  appointment  as  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  Army  for 
Wyoming  10  August  1970.  He  was  promoted  and  federally  recognized  as  brigadier 
general  10  August  1970.
